7 from remittent fever, 5 from tuberculosis, 1 from dysentery, 3 from 
diarrhea, and the rest from common affections of noncontagious char- 
acter. 

The smallpox epidemic is almost at an end as there are few cases now 
under treatment and no new invasions are reported. Yellow fever is 
about the same as last week. Remittent fever and typhomalaria pre- 
vail to a great extent. Diarrhea is very common.
